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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Vasilopoulos (US 5722125) in view of Thurston (US 1 195874). 

Vasilopoulos (figure 2) teaches fastener structure including one bungee cord 30 
(col. 2, line 4; col. 3, line 39) with a hook 50 at one end and an alligator clip 92 (col. 4, 
line 55) at the other end. The alligator clip appears to have teeth, a pivot pin and is 
biased (col. 4, line 58). The difference is that it is not stated that the clip has a pivot pin. 
It would have been obvious to modify the fastener of Vasilopoulos to utilize such a well 
known configuration for an alligator clip at the end of a resilient cord in view of Thurston 
(figures 2, 3) teaching the use of such a clip with a pivot pin 5 and a spring 6 having a 
pair of arms extending over the outside surfaces of the jaws so as to better engage the 
secured material. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Vasilopoulos (US 5722125) in view of Thurston (US 1 195874) as applied to claim 1 
above, and further in view of De Witt (US 2931084). 

Further modification of the fastener of Vasilopoulos such that the teeth extend 
across the inside surface of the jaws would have been obvious in view of De Witt 
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(figures 3, 4) in which the inside surfaces of the jaws 25 have ridges 26 extending 
across their inside surfaces so as to enhance the gripping across the entire inside 
surface. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. The patents of Bozarjian (US 6187104) (figures 1, 4), Lysiak (US 
5072470) (figure 4), Griffith (US 5092009) (figures 3, 4) : Scott (US 5566397) (figure 5), 
Lege (US 3977047) (figure 2), Baxter (US 5601 197) (figure 3), and Scribner (figures 1- 
3) teach pertinent fastener structure.
